Strength  of  a  College 

The  strength  of  a  college  does  not  lie  in  a  good  football 
team  or  basketball  team  or  hockey  team.  These  are  outward 
attractions  which  attract  parents  of  scholars  and  other 
pleasure  seekers  and  their  pocketbooks.  A  very  small  per¬ 
centage  of  students  engage  in  athletics.  The  students  are  at¬ 
tracted  by  something  of  far  greater  value.  The  courses  of 
study  which  prepare  them  for  their  profession  in  life  are  the 
most  important  factor.  And  behind  those  courses  are  the 
men  and  women,  the  faculty,  who  instruct  and  guide.  A  weak 
faculty  means  a  weak  course  and  that  spells  a  weak  school. 
A  strong  faculty  means  a  good  school.

I'm  sure  we  will  miss  his  vacant  face.” 

Too  many  professors  greet  their  classes  with  “vacant” 
faces.  A  sense  of  cheerfulness,  kindliness,  sympathetic  con¬ 
sideration  and  understanding  is  lacking.  How  can  a  student 
staring  ir.to  such  a  vacant  face  hour  after  hour  find  help  in 
words  which,  no  doubt,  are  just  as  empty? 

These  days  great  stress  is  placed  upon  the  smaller  col¬ 
leges.  University  authorities  tell  us  it  is  far  better  for  stu¬ 
dents  to  attend  a  college  with  a  smaller  enrollment  for  their 
freshman  and  sophomore  years.  Why?  Because  the  profes¬ 
sors,  if  of  the  right  caliber,  can  be  of  greater  help  to  their 
students.  God  bless  the  faculty  of  Wartburg  college.

Bodensieck,  18-year  old  former 
Wartburg  freshman,  and  present 
Ohio  slate  university  sophomore, 
Bexley,  O.,  a  suburb  of  Cincinnati, 
now  has  a  small  observatory  in  the 
back  yard  of  the  new  Bodensieck 
home  at  812  S.  Remington  Road.

E1X  inches  in  diameter,  the  shrewd 


expenditure  of  §20,  and  the  ap¬ 
plication  of  much  elbow  grease, 
figure  in  this  latest  novelty. 

Ground  Mirror  Herself. 

The  elbow  grease  as  well  as  the 
wash  tub  played  a  prominent  part 
during  the  more  than  100  hours 
that  Mathilde  spent  grinding  the 
pyrex,  similar  to  that  used  by 
housewives,  into  the  highly  pol¬ 
ished  mirror,  most  important  part 
of  the  instrument  intended  for  ob¬ 
servation  of  the  heavens. 

Early  in  the  fall  quarter  of 
1937,  under  the  direction  of  Pro¬ 
fessor  Cedric  E.  Hethal,  depart¬ 
ment  of  physics  and  astronomy, 
Miss  Bodensieck  began  the  highly 
technical  process  of  polishing  the 
mirror  by  placing  two  pyrex  discs, 
with  carborundum  between  them,
